ALEX LAVIN MAKES HISTORY 
BY SHOWING POLLED AND 
HORNED HEREFORD CHAMPIONS

TIPTON, Feb. 19 — We don't know who makes the selections 
for the Cowboy Hall of Fame, but we offer for their consideration 


the name of Alex Lavin. 

Alex, herdsman for the Cooper 
Hereford ranch in Tipton, earned 
himself a bit of fame in 1958 by 
doing what no other cattleman has 
ever done before—captured both 
the Horned. Hereford champion- 
ship and Polled Hereford cham- 
pionship all in the same year. 

To give you some idea of how 
difficult the task is, consider the 
fact that to date, no breeder has 
ever won both honors even in sep- 
arate years. 

To achieve this supposedly im- 
possible feat, Alex had to compete 
against the best breeding stock in 
the nation. The.two California 
shows, sponsored by the respective 
breeds, annually attract the indus- 
try’s finest, and to win even a 
single championship , at either 
show is usually a once in a life- 
time thrill. The dual events were 
held at Madera, (horned) and Sac- 
ramento, (polled). 

Perhaps we are biased in think- 
ing that this livestock ‘‘first’’ com- 
pares in importance to such non- 
agraian ‘‘firsts’’ as Russia’s orbit-

that livestock people will remem- 
ber the name of Alex Lavin long 
after they’ve forgotten the others. 
Who is this man who upset tra- 
dition and gave future herdsmen a 
new mark to shoot at? Well, in 
appearance he differs little from 
the others in his chosen profes- 
sion. He has the same weather- 
worn features, the slow and easy 
gait, the single syllable speech and 
the proud manner that seems to be 
the trademark of all cattlemen 
since the beginning of time.

For the genial herdsman is a 
Scotsman, and our creator seems 
to have endowed the citizens of 
that tiny nation with a special 
ability to raise and flatten live- 
stock.

CLOUD SEEDERS MARK TIME DURING 
RECENT STORM TO PREVENT POSSIBLE 
FLOOD DANGER FROM HIGH SIERRA RAIN

PORTERVILLE, Feb. 19—Cloud 
seeding came to a temporary halt 
last weekend when directors of the 
Southern Sierra Corporation order- 
ed their rain making equipment 
“esrounded” in an effort to con- 
serve the snow pack in the upper 
elevations. 

The stop order was on the ad- 
vice of their meteorologist who 
warned the directors that a poten- 
tially dangerous storm was on the 
way and could be éxpected' to drop 
heavy and warm amounts of mois- 
ture melting snows as high as the 
8,000 foot level. Any additional 
precipitation, he said, would just 
aggravate the situation. 

This is the third time in seven 
years that directors of the non- 
profit group have voluntarily sus- 
pended operations under adverse 
conditions. The first curtailment 
was in 1954 when rain-soaked 
fields prevented the planting of 


_ crops and again in 1956 when 


streams in the area were running 
at flood stages. 
In the latter storm, directors of 


the weather modification program 
actually considered over-seeding 
the clouds to stop the torrential 
downpour. A check on their equip- 
ment however, showed the genera- 
tors to be too small to dispell the 
amount of silver iodide necessary 
to decrease rainfall which is near- 
ly a thousandfold greater than the 
amount needed to increase « pre- 
cipitation. 

The group’s president, Bill Cloer, 
states that seeding activities will 
be resumed as soon as the dangers 
from over precipitation have pass- 
ed.

Independent Olive Growers Favor 
Formation Of Bargaining Association 


PORTERVILLE, Feb. 19 — Formation of a committee of olive 
growers to develop a state-wide organization for cooperative market- 
ing of olives was endorsed at a meeting of growers held last weekend 


in Sacramento. 

The organization is, in part, an 
outgrowth of the California Inde- 
pendent Olive Growers association 
that was reccatly set up in the 
Porterville, Terra Bella and Lind- 
say area. 

Representing this group at the 
Sacramento meeting were: Alfred 
Holve and W. E. Lambert, of Lind- 
say; Ed Olson and Walter Whelan, 
of Porterville; and Richard 
Thompson, attorney for the group, 
of Lindsay. 

Attending the Sacramento meet- 
ing, which was called by Holve, 
were also representatives from the 
olive producing areas of Oroville, 
Corning and Marysville. 

Agreement was reached at the 
meeting that a state-wide cooper- 
ative to bargain for growers on 


the sale of their olives to packers

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CITRUS FACTS OF LIFE 


Some facts of citrus life — facts that may require more than a 
bit of selling — were presented by Stanley Trueblood, Exchange man- 
ager in Porterville, at a Rotary club meeting Tuesday. 


Trueblood emphasized that with a constantly increasing produc- 
tion of Navel oranges in the central valley, sales organizations must 
work aggressively to increase citrus consumption and not use the pro- 
rate as a "crutch" for the industry. 


This season, Navel orange production will reach a record 20,000 - 
21,000 cars in the central valley, yet, as Trueblood pointed out, the 
period of possible sales, from early November until some time in the 
spring is limited, just as it has always been, by legal maturity, by life 
of the orange, by market demand, by shipments from other areas. 


This means that Navel orange growers in this area, through their 
marketing organizations, must either sell more oranges in the natural 
period of the Navel season, or use a negative approach of relying 
more and more on prorate to create an artificial shortage. 


Two strong points were made by Trueblood: Prorate does not sell 
a single orange in itself, it is merely a tool with which supply and de- 
pond are kept in line. 


Object of his marketing organization is to handle the total crop 
each year at a profit to growers, a chore that involves matching annual 
supply with market demand without letting the market get too high, 
while at the same time keeping prices at a profitable grower level. 

He warned that if Navel growers seek to divert more and more 
fruit from the fresh market, eventually they will find themselves in the 
position of depending on a small percentage of their crop to earn suf- 
ficient profit to carry the unprofitable balance. 

But if an aggressive, imaginative sales program is pushed, there 
is no reason to believe that an expanding national market cannot pro- 
fitably handle the increasing Navel orange production in the central 
valley. 

After all, no one knows how many Navel oranges can be sold dur- 
ing a given season; it is reasonable to believe that the maximum 
amount has never been approached. 2 

So we'll buy just what Trueblood advocates — aggressive sales- 
manship, with prorate used as it should be — as a tool. Any tendency 
within the citrus industry to retreat behind the temporary shelter of 
prorate should be rejected.

Add 
two gallons of dormant oil emul- 
sion since this Increases the con- 
trol. For combination mealybug 
and black measles control, add 
three quarts of sodium arsenite 
instead of the dormant oil.

The expert 
and painstaking review given the 
budget as submitted by the Gov- 
ernor saves uS an enormous 
amount of time and effort in de- 
ciding how much money the state 
will be permitted to spend in the 
coming year. 

The analyst’s report and recom- 
mendations on the budget bill has 
just been released, and will be a 
constant companion for most of us 
during the weeks until the bill is 
finally passed. It is an impressive 
957 page document, not as bulky 
as the budget itself, but still a 
sizeable tome. 

Cuts in the budget as recom- 
mended total more than $45,000,- 
000. Proposed reductions in gen- 
eral fund items amount to $21,- 
568,000, and those in special funds 
to $24,000,000. 

In addition to the item by item 
check of the budget, the report 
also includes an important and 
useful section on further econ- 
omies which would require legis- 
lative action outside of the budget 
to achieve. This section was add- 
ed to the request of the joint legis- 
lative budget committee which di- 
rects the work of the analyst. The 
savings suggested.in it which can 
be measured in dollars would total! 
another $22,000,000. 

Also at the request of the com- 
mittee, the report reviews the va- 
rious special funds which could be 


jused to make up some of the de- 


ficit anticipated in the general 
fund if existing taxes were to be 
continued. Such funds add up to 
more than $226,000,000,. inelud- 
ing the investment fund which the 
Governor has recommended 
used only for water projects. 

The report again calls. our at- 
tention to the fact that the budget 
bill actually appropriates only one 
third of the money in the whole 
spending program. The rest is al- 
ready committed to be spent by 
provisions of existing laws or the 
state constitution. These provi- 
sions, the report declares, can be 
modified by legislative and voter 
action.

The economics which could be 
achieved by changing various laws 
apart from the budget act, as dis- 
cussed in the report, range from 
minor amounts in some agencies to 
Millions of dollars annually in the 
fields of industrial relations and 
social welfare. Many of the pro- 
posals reviewed cannot be priced 
in terms of dollars alone, but 
would require major changes in 
the organization of our state gov- 
ernment. 

An example of this type of pro- 
posal is that for a unified depart- 
ment of revenue, to which would 
be assigned collection of all taxes 
now in the hands of the board of 
equalization, the franchise tax 
board and the state controller. 
This recommendation has been -re- 
peated in several recent reports of 
the legislative analyst. In the cur-

Q. “Will you please discuss 
varicose veins and ulcerations?”

A. Leg veins bear a heavy bur- 


den because they must support a # 


weighty column of blood extend- 
ing from the feet upward. Larger 
leg veins have tiny — shelf-like 
valves to help support the weight 
of the blood. If there is a ten- 
dency for the valves or support- 
ing tissues around the veins to 
weaken, the internal pressure 
balloons the normally smooth, 
straight veins into knotty, crooked 
tubes (varicose veins) through 
which blood flows sluggishly. The 
stagnation allows waste products 
to collect and this further dam- 
ages leg tissue. The skin over the 
affected vein begins to itch, be- 
comes. discolored, and Often 
breaks down, producing an ulcer. 
Some cases are helped by use of 
elastic stockings—others require 
injection treatment or surgery. 
_ Even when treatment is success- 
ful, the condition may return in 
time as other veins become in- 
volved. For this reason, people 
who have had vein trouble should 
visit the doctor every so often for 
a check up. 
Q. “If blond or brunette par- 
ents have a redheaded baby,

This work is planned to 
continue for several years to gain 
information under various ‘Sea- 
sonal conditions to study the ef- 
fect of planting dates on stands, 
growth habits of plants, maturity 
and yield of cotton. 

With such information as gain- 
ed from this work, growers can be 
better helped in regard to planting 
and replanting problems which 
come up each spring.

This test was conducted on the 
Guido Lombardi ranch, northwest 
of Porterville, in the same field as 
the 1957 work. Plantings were 
scheduled every 10 days, but some 
adjustments in schedule had to be 
made because of the extremely 
damp spring weather. 

Plantings began on March 25 
and continued when possible at 
approximately 10 day intervals 
until the last date, which was May 

Except for the differences in 


tion factors such as irrigation, fer- 
tilization, plant spacing and insect 
control were the same in this eight 
acre test. 

Although the March 25 plant- 
ing received over four inches of 
rain after planting and had a 
poorer stand, yield was not signifi- 
cantly reduced. This planting took 
20 days before any plant emerg- 
ence and had more plants die from 
seedling disease than any other 
treatments. All other plantings

plant population to the 3-4 inch 
spacing desired. 

Death loss from seedling disease 
was greater in the early plantings 
than in the later plantings. 

Although plantings took place 
during a two month period there 
was less than one month differ- 
ence in the date of the first bloom. 
The March 25 planting first 
bloomed on June 27, which was 
94 days between planting and 
blooming. The May 23 planting 
bloomed on July 25 which was 63 
days between planting and bloom- 
ing. Intervening plantings be- 
tween these dates resulted in a 
progressive decrease in number of 
days between planting and bloom- 
ing. Temperatures from the soil 
and air were recorded for three 
months during the planting period 
to correlate rate of emergence, dis- 
ease, maturity and other factors 
with production. 

In summary, maturity and yield 
during the 1958 season was not 
affected much until the May 13 
planting. The same test in 1957 
showed an affect on maturity and 
yield after the April 22 planting.

. AS A citizen, we offer our com- 
pliments to’ Porterville City En- 
gineer Cap Carleson and to Public 
Works Superintendent Dave Ram- 
bo for the reports they submitted 
to the city council Tuesday night. 
As a result of several weeks’ work 
in the departments of these two 
city officials —- work that would 
probably have cost the city $5,000 
if done .by outside experts — the 
city now has a complete inven- 
tory, with valuations established, 
for the city water department, city 
streets, storm drains and sewage 
disposal system, including under- 
ground installations. Coupled with 
inventory and valuation work in 
the office of City Clerk M. L. 
Grimsley, Porterville, now has, for 
the first time, a complete inven- 
tory and valuation of all city 
property .... This information is 
essential to sound business opera- 
tion and planning by city offi- 
cials; the remarkable thing is not 
that the information has been 
compiled, but that the city has 
gone so long without it. 

TWO WEEKS ago we stated 
that under the city charter, Bor

Stated that we believed 
than five councilmen should do 
the job. We also said that we be- 
lieved city records are public rec- 
ords, and that there should be no 
question about this. 

LET’S TAKE a look at an ex- 
ample of what we were talking 
about. Several months ago, we 
asked, in a council meeting, just 
what channel we_ should’ go 
through to get information from 
the various departments of the 
city. We were told to go through 
the department heads to the indi- 
viduals to whom we wanted to 
talk — a logical procedure with 
which we have no quarrel. 

WITH THIS statement of policy 
in mind, we asked the then act- 
ing city manager to release 
through the city auditor certain 
figures relating to the amount of| 
money that city councilmen had 
spent at League of California 
Cities meetings in San Francisco, 
and elsewhere. We were told by 
the acting city manager that he 
had: been instructed to send us to 
the mayor if we requested such 
information. 

WHEN CITY Manager Charles 
Cummings came back on the job, 
we asked him to supply the infor- 
mation. Wwe wanted. Again, we 
were told that. we would have to 
clear this through the mayor. 

ABOUT THE middle of January 
we verbally asked Mayor Les 
Hamilton to authorize the city 
auditor to give us the requested 
information. We did not get a 
definite answer, so, on January 30, 
we sent a letter to Les asking for, 
an itemized statement of city ex- 
penditures at. League and Califor- 
nia Cities meetings, and any other 
state-wide meetings, attended by 
Porterville city councilmen during 
the period covered by the most re- 
cent city audit, also the same in- 
formation for the period in 1958 
not covered by the audit. 

ON FEBRUARY 16 we wrote 
again, asking an answer to our 
first letter. To this we received 


an immediate reply from Les, stat-}, 


ing, ‘‘Your letters have been turn- 
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no less} City Attorney.”’ 


WHICH SORT of completed the 
cycle from city manager to 
mayor and back to city manager, 
with a side pass at the city at- 
torney, yet without receiving the 
information we had requested. 

BUT YESTERDAY, following 
conversations, the city attorney 
said that the information we 
sought is public information and 
therefore rightly available to any 
citizen of Porterville, while Les 
told the city auditor that he had 
no objection to release of the re- 
quested’ figures. 


BUT IT was suggested some- 
where along the line that perhaps 
it would be best to stay within 
proper channels, that actually the 
city manager should OK the re- 
lease. But since the city manager 
is out of town for the balance of 
the week. Well, we agreed. We'll 
wait for the city manager to re- 
turn. This time we think we'll 
get the figures. 

NOW, PLEASE note: 1. If there 
was a question about the release 
of information, five councilmen,

Fourteen parcels, totalling 714 
acres, remain: unsold; bids on 
these parcels will be received at 
future meetings of the district 
board of directors as they come in. 
The board meets officially the first 
Tuesday in each month. 

With slightly over 1,500 of the 
originally offered 2,300 acres now 
sold, price has averaged $591,22 
per acre, a figure that is above the 
average minimum bid price of 
$460 per acre, set by district di- 
rectors. 

The Terra Bella Irrigation dis- 
trict has now received a total of 
$926,792.91 from its first land 
offering.

The fact 
that the city manager referred us 
to the mayor, rather than to the 
city council, is indicative of pres- 
ent city hall operations. 3. By 
making an issue as to whether or 
not the figures would be made 
available, policy established by 
the council was, in a sense ignor- 
ed. 4. There was really no issue 
in the first place, for the informa- 
tion requested is, was, and always 
will be public information, there- 
by available for the asking to any 
citizen. 

SEE WHAT we mean? This is 
an example of less than five elect- 
ed councilmen running the city; 
this is an example of attempting 
to put public information in some 
other category than public infor- 
mation. Why? _ 

WE THINK it’s time such 
things as this are changed in the 
city hall. 
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
